Rev. Dillow believes 
hie sou wae drowned, and be will con- 
tinue tbe search until tbe body ts found. 
Coroner Bendure returned to the river 
thin morning. 


WAS IT mm»BB? 


On Sunday a number of Decatnr peo- 


ple visited tbe Fort1 and in a measure 
assisted the workers searching for the 
body. Coroner Beurtnre hss returned to 
Decolor. It is the opltvon of a great 
many neigbboie that Pillow was mar- 
doted by tho farm hand whom he had 
hired. Thie man cannot be found. It is 
known that Dillow drew from n bank at 
Oieoo 8300 on tbe day ot the accident. 
If be was murdered bis body was not 
thrown into the river, tor a most diligent 
search in tbe stream revealed nothing, 
Down stream a snort distance there is a 
wire fence and it would be impossible 
for the body to float through it. Tbe bed 
ot tbe river at tbe Ft rd is a send bar and 
everything from B twig to a log had been 
removed by the hooks and cote which 
were used by Coroner Ben dare and the 
searchers. Among the dozens of neigh- 
boring farmers there is not one who 
thinks the body is in the river.

DEA.TH OP FATHER PROVOST, 


An Ola Citizen Caued A-way at an 


Advanced Age. 


Father James Provost died Saturday 


night at the home ot his son, Squire F. 
B, Provost, corner North t hurch and 
Marietta strtvto, in tbe 8&h year ot hie 
age. 


On Friday, April IT, the deceased visit- 


ed the oW New Deming hotel property to 
note the changes being made ttiere. Part 
of the flooring bud been torn away and 
ae the old gentleman wae passing through 
the open room, he struck a rotten plank 
and he plunged doTvowntt.1 three or four 
feet, striking ft joist. He was severely 


niEud at the base o'f the spine and was 


badly shocked. He muuag'-d to get one 
and walk 08 to his home, hut he was 
more severely i-jiuoJthan bethought. 
Despitsalltfforts to pnll htm throaffli 
be passed atfay after over a week of suf- 
fering. 


Tbe decessed was born in New Bruns- 


wick. New Jersey, March 27,1808, and 
was in the 84th year of his age. Hie 
father died at tbe age of 98 years, Mr. 
Provost was educated at New Brunewick, 
where he eerv<.<? his npprentioeebip as a 
blacksmith. In 1836 at Newark, ^lew 
Jersey, Eiiza Baker became his wife- 
The couple lived happily together at 
New Brunswick and at Ruhway, New 
Jersey, «oing to Port Royal, North Caro- 
line, m 1862, where they remained until 
tbe latter part ot 1864. While at Port 
Royal Mr, Provost was the master me- 
chanic for the Dnited States quartermas- 
ter in charge ot the government shops. 
After tbe wartbe family returned to New 
Jersey and came to Decatur in 1871, Mrs. 
ProvostJ died in 1885 To the oonple 
were given eight children, tyro ot whom, 
a eon and daughter, preceded them to the 
grevt, Tbe sttrviving children areP, B. 
and L. R, Provost, ot Deeetur, A, P. Pro 
vost, of St. Loais; Isaac S. Provost, of 
Stnrgte, Mich.; Mrs Catherine Boy er, ot 
Hurl OB, Indiana, and Mrs; Moilie Maine, 
ot Columbus City, Indiana. 


The deceased was a good citizen, per- 


sonally known to many KEPCBLICAN 
readers. He was devoted to bis children 
and always had a kind word for young 
people and all were hie friends. He wae 
a man well posted ae to public men and 
important events, and although he wae 
ttr advanced in sge be was able to read 
tbe newspapers easily. Hie bearing was 
impaired, ilsneverenjoyedbetterhealth 
then up to the time he met with the fatal 
accident at the old hotel property. Hie 
children were always kiad and attentive 
to him. They bad hoped and believed 
thti he would live t<> be 100 yenrs ot age.

the coinage ot $2,000,000 of silver a 
month wonld prove an in jar 7 to tbe 
business interests of tbe country. The 
act authorizing the coinage ot $2,000,000 
a month became a law Febrtwry 28 
1878, and was in operation until repealed 
by the act ot tbe last Congress requiring 
tbe purchase ot 4,500,000 ounces of silver 
per month, and yet in ISSi, eix years at ter 
the passage ot the act of 1878, Qrover 
Cleveland wrote fcifl famous anti-silver 
letter in which he advised the immediate 
suspension ot silver coinage. So it seems 
this great statesman, who we have re- 
cently been told has the courage ot his 
convictions, had not discovered daring 
bie tern at President that he had 
changed bis mind, it neewearilT follows 
tbat either he never had a conviction or 
an opinion ee to the effects ot tbat law 
or else bud not the courage to confes* hie 
error when he changed hie mind. From 
the time he wrote bia letter in 1881 ad- 
vising the abandonment ot tie coinage 
ot 82,000,000 a mouth he never uttered a 
word about the coinage ot edver until 
he wrote tbe letter ot a few month* ago 
in which be demanded tree coinage.
